Perennials 

FiIRIODIC lilting, dividing, and replanting 
of perennials is one recipe for continued 
success in the garden. Don't let the clumps 
stand too long without attention. 

The remodelling of the pcrennteJ borders or beds 
that are overgrown and weedy-looking and the elimi- 
nation of troublesome clumps of run rum irises, goldim 
rod. gulden alow, perennial sunflowers, and phlox are 
jobfi Tor the cod dayn ol Autumn and early winter. 

Perh»pe your color fifJheme tiSl * cea*ed to blend and 
some plants neJid shlttl^R to new 'inarletK. or maybe 
they are in danger of bclutf smothered by something 
stronger and more robust; or perhaps you want to 
increase your stock of a particularly choice variety. 
Now Is the time to do It. 

Perennial phlox hate you if you leave the Job if nil] 
late winter or early spring. They flower much better 
if you do Lite Job In autumn. Go do Michaelmas 
daisies, or perennial aster& as they really are. 

An Important point to remember, however, is that 
many pnrennial plan ta stiff er the least injury If 
trunsplAnteti whllt- riormnnt This applies particularly 
to thoae that flower In spring and early summer. 

The bearded iris comes. Into this category; al£o the 
day lily, columbine. Siberian and Japanese irisea 
Paeor.ies should be split up and moved now. sJso 
tntomas, cllvlas. bleeding heart, lupins. Jap. anem- 
ones, and oriental poppies. But the last-mtntlivnro 
seven also belong to the families Quit dialUte being 
disturbed more th*n onee In four or five years.
